San Jose — Zanotto’s Mar- 
ket Inc. will reopen in its former 
location as early as this summer 
as a result of approval by the San 
Jose Redevelopment Agency 
Board to restructure the current 
loan agreement with the Down- 
town grocery and deli. 

The agreement with the 
newly-formed entity, Zanotto’s 
Downtown Market, will allow the 
store to occupy 14,000 square feet 
at 40 South Second Street and 
once again offer Downtown resi- 
dents, employees and visitors a 
full-service grocery-deli at a con- 
venient central location.

(DSN) offers the astronomy com- 


‘munity. Designed to maintain con- 


‘tact with distant spacecraft in spite 


tof the Earth’s rotation, the large, 
‘widely spaced dishes of the DSN 


‘are ideal for performing a form of 
‘radio astronomy called “very long 
‘baseline interferometry” (VLBI). 


| VLBI produces very high 


resolution images of the cosmos by 
‘combining the output from two or 
more telescopes. The result is like 
‘having a giant “virtual” telescope 
vas large as the distance between the 
‘real dishes! Since bigger telescopes 
‘can produce higher resolution im- 
‘ages than smaller ones, astrono- 
‘mers need to use dishes that are as 
far apart as possible. 

That need dovetails nicely 
with the DSN’s design. To main- 
‘tain continuous contact with deep 
“space missions, the DSN has track- 
‘ing stations placed in California, 
Spain, and Australia. These loca- 
‘tions are roughly equally spaced 
‘around the Earth, each about 120 
¡degrees of longitude from the oth- 
¡ers —that way at least one dish can 
¡always communicate with a probe 
‘regardless of Earth’s rotation. That 
‘also means, though, that the 
‘straight-line distance between any 
‘two of the stations is roughly 85 
‘percent of Earth’s diameter —or 
(about 6,700 miles. That's almost as 
¡far apart as land-based telescopes 
¿can be. 

+ “We often collaborate with 
fother VLBI groups around the 
‘world, combining our dishes with 
theirs to produce even better im- 
tages,” says Michael J. Klein, man- 
pager of the DSN Science Office at 
*NASA’s Jet Propulsion Laboratory. 


“Since our 70-meter dish in 


cent of the DSN’s schedule is typi- 
cally spared from probe-tracking 
duty and scheduled for radio as- 
tronomy, it manages to make some 
important contributions to radio 
astronomy. For example, the DSN 
is currently helping image the ex- 
panding remnant of supernova 
1987A, and Dr. Lincoln Greenhill 
of the Smithsonian Astrophysical 
Observatory is using the DSN 
dishes to explore a new way to 
measure the distances and veloci- 
ties of galaxies. 

And all this comes as a “bo- 
nus” from the dishes of the DSN.

Eliminating the Saddam 
Hussein regime turned out to be 
an extremely expensive propo- 
sition which the country can ill 
afford. Bush inherited a budget 
surplus and turned it into very 
serious budget deficits with his 
trillion dollar tax cuts. Although 
middle class people did receive 
small refunds, the vast majority of 
the benefits went to the top 
1%.Yet, Bush managed to spin the 
tax cuts as a way of stimulating

A similar spin occurred with 
Bush's education plan. Bush got 
Edward Kennedy to support his 
education bill, but again he came 
up short. The Leave No Child 
Behind Act had a number of 
problems, given its focus on 
testing. It set restrictive standards 
which all students in all the 
different groups must meet. 
Inevitably, 100% of the students 
in any given year are not going to 
measure up and the schools will 
be punished. In spite of its 
restrictions, Kennedy supported 
the bill because of the funding 
which would have been welcome 
particularly in poor schools. 
Unfortunately, after the bill was 
passed, Bush eliminated the 
funding to the dismay of Kennedy. 

The new Medicare drug 
benefit bill passed by Congress 
and signed by Bush also came up 
short of expectations of solving 
the senior citizens” predicament. 
Polls showed that a majority of 
Americans did not support it. The 
plan has serious restrictions and it 
is costly. Only seniors who need 
very expensive drugs and phar- 
maceutical companies will bene- 
fit. To qualify for 95% coverage, 
seniors will have to spend $5,100 
out of pocket. That is certainly a 
lot of money and many seniors on 
fixed incomes will not be able to 
afford it. Yet, Bush will spin it as 
having passed a drug plan for 
seniors. 

In another related healthcare 
issues, Bush also promised a lot 
and delivered very little. His 
promise of fifteen billion dollars 
to deal with the AIDS epidemic in 
Africa and the Caribbean left 
much to be desired.

when the money would be of most 
benefit, it will be staggered. In 
addition, instead of channeling the 
funds through The Global Fund, 
a UN sponsored agency created to 
fight AIDS and other diseases 
around the world, Bush created a 
U.S. agency which will disperse 
the funds. In so doing, a new 
American bureaucracy maintains 
control, which will in all 
likelihood not provide funds to 
countries that might use the mo- 
ney to educate people about 
condom usage —an important tool 
in eradicating AIDS. Again, 
although AIDS activists were 
initially enthusiastic about the 
‘amount of the funds, the reality 
has been a disappointment. 

Bush’s plan to solve the 
immigration issue is not all bad 
nor all good. It could be a first step 
and he deserves credit for putting 
the matter on the front burner. It 
may be that Bush will get some 
immigration legislation through 
Congress. However, just like with 
his “other” accomplishments, 
benefits to society will end up 
being minimal at best. 

Mexican officials are right to 
be skeptical that the President’s 
plan is a political ploy particularly 
in light of the fact that its chief 
architect is Karl Rove, the pre- 
sident’s political strategist. Just 
like Bush’s other “accom- 
plishments,” real immigration 
reform will have to wait until a 
new president lives in the White 
House.

Forzado por criticas, Bush divulga documentos de servicio militar

Washington, (EFE).- Ante unas en- 
cuestas que Muestran que su popularidad 
pierde fuerza y las duras críticas demócra- 
tas, el presidente de Estados Unidos, 
George W. Bush, se ha visto obligado el 
martes pasado a hacer públicos los docu- 
mentos sobre su servicio militar.

Férrea oposición a 
beneficios de Seguro Social 
para indocumentados

Washington, (EFE).- Una 
coalición de estadounidenses de la 
tercera edad anunció el miércoles 
pasado su “férrea” oposición a que se 
otorguen beneficios del Seguro Social 
a los inmigrantes indocumentados. 

La llamada The Seniors Coalition 
(TSC), cuya postura cuenta con el 
respaldo de varios legisladores, entregó 
al Congreso, un pliego de más de 
124,000 firmas de sus afiliados que ven 
“una gran amenaza” a sus intereses en 
la concesión de beneficios de la 
seguridad social a los indocumentados. 

La octogenaria Flora Green, que 
dijo que en esa coalición la llaman “la 
abuela”, por “razones obvias”, y que 
lidera el grupo, declaró a EFE que, 
aunque la actividad se centra en los 
centenares de mexicanos que entran 
diariamente a EE.UU. para obtener 
cuidados de salud gratuitos, “abarca a 
todos los extranjeros indocumentados 
de los diversos países”. 

La alianza mostró en un rueda de 
prensa —a la que asistieron varios 
legisladores—, un promontorio de 
tarjetas con la firma de miles de 
estadounidenses que respaldan su 
acción, con un cartel al frente que 
rezaba: “Ya llevamos más de 124,000 
firmas contra el otorgamiento de 
beneficios del Seguro Social a los 
indocumentados de México”. 

“México tiene maravillosos recur- 
sos como el petróleo y otros de impor- 
tancia con los que puede ayudar a su 
población a evitar buscar ayudas en Es- 
tados Unidos”, afirmó. 

La líder del movimiento advirtió 
que, “permitir a los inmigrantes ilegales 
el acceso a los mismos beneficios que 
tenemos quienes hemos trabajado muy 


duro y que hemos contribuido (al fondo 
del Seguro Social), no sólo amenaza a 
los ancianos actuales, sino también a 
las futuras generaciones”. 

“La abuela” explicó que, aunque 
no es economista, calcula que dar a los 
extranjeros indocumentados los bene- 
ficios que han sido sugeridos ante el 
Congreso, podría costar al Seguro So- 
cial —que desde hace años afronta una 
aguda crisis financiera—, cerca de 
350,000 millones de dólares adi- 
cionales. 

Green aseguró que “la amenaza es 
real”, y que eso motivó a la coalición a 
recoger miles de firmas de ciudadanos 
de la tercera edad con un llamamiento 
al Congreso para que promulgue una 
ley “que evite la concreción de un acto 
de brutalidad financiera” contra el 
Seguro Social y los jubilados de 
EE.UU; 

Añadió que los ciudadanos de la 
tercera edad lucharán “enérgicamente 
para que los extranjeros indocumen- 
tados no tomen nuestros beneficios”. 

Definió a los inmigrantes sin 
“papeles” como “transgresores” de la 
ley que jamás han pagado nada al 
Seguro Social de Estados Unidos. 

Destacó que “sería injusto y anti- 
estadounidense el pagar beneficios a 
los transgresores de la ley, de un 
programa al que han tenido acceso de 
forma fraudulenta y al que nunca han 
contribuido”. 

Para la octogenaria dirigente, con- 
ceder las prerrogativas del Seguro So- 
cial a los inmigrantes que han violado 
las leyes en el campo migratorio 
también sería “una bofetada a millones 
de inmigrantes legales que han 
trabajado duro, se han sacrificado y que 
han pagado lo que corresponde”.<>

Dermatología de la Universidad de 
British Columbia. 

Shapiro indicó que los hom- 
bres tienen 50 por ciento de posi- 
bilidades de experimentar el patrón 
de calvicie al cumplir los 50 años 
de edad.

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Fiscal especial de Ciudad Juárez 
investigará muertes y desapariciones 


México, (EFE).- La fiscal es- 
pecial para atender los homicidios 
en la fronteriza Ciudad Juárez, 
María López Juárez, presentó el 
¿lunes pasado su plan de acción 
¿centrado en ayudar a los familiares 
¿de las víctimas y tratar de que éstas 
reciban compensaciones. 

La titular de la Fiscalía Espe- 
¡cial para la Atención a Delitos re- 
‘lacionados con los Homicidios de 
Muferes en el Municipio de Ciudad 
Juárez, se comprometió en esta lo- 
‘calidad a tratar de esclarecer los 
¿trescientos asesinatos y alrededor 
de quinientas desapariciones 
ocurridas en esa ciudad del norte 
del país fronteriza con El Paso 
(EE.UU.). 

Ante representantes federales, 
estatales, municipales y del esta- 
mento militar, López Urbina se 
comprometió a revisar todos los 
expedientes de homicidio de mu- 
jeres ocurridos en los últimos 10 
años así como las averiguaciones 
previas de los casi treinta casos 
atraídos por la Procuraduría Ge- 
neral de la República (PGR). 

El plan de López Urbina in- 
cluye también elaborar una base de 
datos de perfiles genéticos de las 
mujeres víctimas, establecer un 
Registro Nacional de Víctimas y 
crear un fondo para la reparación 
del daño a quienes han sido afec- 
tados por los homicidios. 

Desde que comenzaron los 
'crímenes en 1993 las autoridades 
estatales de Chihuahua se han 
encargado de estas investigaciones. 

Sólo en unos pocos casos, y 
bajo presiones de organismos y 
ONG internacionales, las investi- 
gaciones han caído dentro de la 
jurisdicción de la fiscalía federal. 
que se encarga de casos de crimen 
organizado, narcotráfico y tráfico 
de Órganos, entre otros. 

En la mayoría de ellos los ca- 
dáveres de las mujeres, la gran 
mayoría de ellas jóvenes de origen 
humilde y trabajadoras en la indus- 
tria de la maquila (ensambladora), 
fueron hallados en zonas despo- 
bladas de la ciudad con signos de 
múltiples violaciones y mutilados. 

Durante años las madres de las 
víctimas exigieron que se creara 
una fiscalía especial y denunciaron 
que en algunos de los crímenes hay 
funcionarios y policías estatales 
involucrados.

Francisco Ibarra, líder de los

Los ex-braceros exigen que 
se les devuelvan las retenciones 
realizadas a sus salarios cuando 
trabajaron décadas atrás en 
Estados Unidos y que fueron 
recogidas por un fondo de ahorro 
para campesinos que funcionó 
entre 1942 y 1974, 

Cuando llegaron al rancho 
hubo “burlas del estado mayor 
oídos sordos a las peticiones, 
dijeron que no había nadie que 
atendiera a la gente y eso hizo que 
se exacerbaran ánimos y las 
puertas cedieran, nunca hubo 
intención de meterse al rancho”. 
explicó Ibarra. 

Según Ibarra, creían que 
estaba el presidente y “adentro nos 
dimos cuenta que el señor no 
estaba, que habían dos familiares 
del presidente, nunca entramos a 
las habitaciones, nunca pasamos 
del patio”. A 

Incluso, agregó, algunos de 
los ocupantes se interpusieron y 
lograron evitar que la gente 
llegara a las habitaciones, en las 
que estaban una hermana y la 
madre de Fox. 

“Veremos si hay responsabili- 
dades que perseguir y lo haremos, 
porque este Gobierno escucha. 
dialoga y atiende a todo mundo”, 
señaló Fox el domingo pasado y 
agregó que el pago de las cuotas 
que se adeuda a los ex-braceros 
no es un asunto que le compete a 
su administración. 

“Para eso se formó una comi- 
sión (especial) en la Cámara de 
Diputados y en el Senado, para 
atender este asunto en particular, 
no es un asunto que le compete al 
Gobierno de México”, observó. 

“Lo que sí no se vale es in- 
vadir propiedad privada”, agregó. 

Según Ibarra, llevan más de 
tres años de movilizaciones y diez 
meses de negociación con Gober- 
nación y no han tenido respuesta 
a sus demandas. 

En los contratos de entonces 
con los braceros se estipulaba que 
a los trabajadores se les descon- 
taría el 10 por ciento de sus in- 
gresos para constituir un fondo de 
ahorro que se restituiría una vez 
que regresaran a sus países. 

El dirigente, cuyo padre fue 
bracero, agregó que la Secretaría 
de Gobernación tiene registradas 
a 80,000 personas que podrían 
tener derecho a esos fondos, “pero 
nosotros creemos que entre vivos 
y viudas hay mas de 800,000”. 

Según los braceros, las reten- 
ciones a los sueldos fueron trans- 
feridos al Banco Nacional de Cré- 
dito Rural (Banrural) —que ya no 
opera— y alegan que esos fondos 
nunca fueron distribuidos. 

Otra de las dirigentes de los 
ex-braceros, Soledad López, 
señaló que Fox prometió que les

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‘Argentine judge to ask 


Swiss authorities to freeze 
Menem accounts — 


Argentine Federal Judge Norberto Oyarbide, who will ask for justice, 
in case he finds bank accounts in the name of friends or relatives of the 
ex-President Carlos Menem. He will order the funds frozen immedi- 
ately if this is the case. EFE/Enrique Garcia Medina 


Buenos Aires, (EFE).- An Argentine judge said Tuesday he 
would ask Swiss authorities to freeze any bank accounts in that 
nation belonging to former President Carlos Menem or his associ- 
ates. 

Judge Norberto Oyarbide said he would travel to Switzerland 
Sunday with his colleague, Julio Speroni, to continue the investi- 
gation into Menem’s assets. 

Both Oyarbide and Speroni are trying to determine if Menem 
or his associates have money in Swiss bank accounts. 

Oyarbide told radio stations he would meet with Swiss Judge 
Christine Junod, who is heading the investigation into Menem’s 
assets being carried out by Swiss authorities. 

The judge said he would ask Junod to investigate the accounts 
of approximately “60 people” associated with Menem. 

Oyarbide said that, in addition to the “malicious omission” 
charge Menem is already facing for failing to declare at least one 
Swiss account, the former president might also be charged with 
perjury and money laundering. 

Argentine judicial authorities hope that Switzerland will be 
able to determine if any of Menem’s accounts there are linked to 
the 1994 attack on the AMIA Jewish community center in Buenos 
Aires or to arms trafficking to Croatia and Ecuador between 1991 
and 1995. 

“Menem served as president of Argentina from 1989-1999. 

A former Iranian spy has testified that Iran paid Menem a 
multi-million-dollar bribe to help stall investigations into what is 
alleged to be Tehran’s role in the attack that killed 85 people. 

Menem has denied on numerous occasions having any bank 
accounts outside his country and announced that he plans to sue 
those responsible for a “defamatory campaign” against him in Ar- 
gentina.s=
